SEWERS, PLANS AND - COMMIS- 
SIONS. 


The remark has several times been 
made that the anti-sewer bond people 


‘38 | Promised to bring forward a definite 


plan, and that a representative of the 
Anti-sewer Bonds Committee appeared 
in the Council and promised to produce 
such a plan within a week. This last 
is an error. In the first place, hose 
who opposed the Ballona scheme did 
not promise to bring forward any par- 
ticular plan, but to do their best to 
have a sewer system constructed 
promptly, on a practicable route; -sec- 
ondly, the Anti-sewer Bonds Commit- 
tee does not longer exist, and its sue- 
cessor, the Citizens’ Sewer Committee, 
has authorized nobody to propose any 
particular plan, either before the Coun- 
cil or otherwise. The committee con- 
fined itself to stating formally that it 
was against the Ballona outfall; in 
favor of a southern route, and in favor 
of the utilization of the sewage on the 
dry lands to the southward. 

This course was not adopted, because 
the committee was unable to propose u 
plan. It could, doubtless, without dif- 
ficulty do so, but it wisely believes that 
the safer and more promising course is 
to let the whole question be handled 
by a commission, which will be able to 
arrive at a judicious conclusion, after 
hearing arguments and inspecting 
propositions from persons of all shades 
of opinion. 

In this view of the case we are satis- 
fied that the committee is in accord 
with the sentiments of a large majority 
of the voters. 


The plan of a commission to con- 
sider the sewer question continues to 
gain friends. It is undoubtedly the 
safest and fairest course to pursue. 
Those who oppose it and desire to see 
another ill-considered plan rushed be- 
fore the people are taking a great risk. 


— | In fact, they are inviting a second and 


more disastrous defeat, the responsi- 
bility for which will be with them. It 
is a false and absurd notion that to 
act in this matter in conjunction with 
a body of citizens, appointed by itself, 
would be beneath the dignity of the 
Council. Such a plan is not only 
proper, but practicable; and the Coun- 
cilmen will hardly show so little good 
sense and regard for the popular will as 
to resent“ and reject the advice and 
cooperation of an influential body of 
their constituents. When politicians 
or journalists advise the members of 
the Council that are masters, not 
servants, ofthe people, they give bad 
advice—very bad advice. 


PRESIDENT STRONG’S RETIRE- 
MENT. 


Whatever may be the reasons which 
led to the retirement of President 
Strong from the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Railway Company, and what- 
ever may be the views of a portion of 
the Atchison stockholders as to Mr. 
Strong’s course, the people of Southern 
California certainly have reason to feel 
very kindly toward a man who has 
done so much to advance the prosperity n 
ot this region. Most btedly, a 
large portion of our 
the past four or five years has been due 
to the entrance of the Santa Fé system 
into Southern California, and to its ex- 
tensions here. These enterprises have 
been conducted under the presidency 
of Mr. Strong. Besides this, New 
Mexico and Sonora have been opened 
up under the same management. 

However unprofitable some of these 
branches may temporarily prove to be, 
itis certainly not for us who have 
reaped the benefits to criticise them 
harshly. It is, however, reasonable to 
suppose that there was wisdom in the 
energy and judgment which conceived 
and carried out these bold railroad en- 
terprises, thus occupying ground 
which, while just now not altogether 
profitable, will prove enormously so in 
the future, and which would have been 
occupied by some rival line had the 
Santa Fé not stepped in. 

It may not be many years before 
those stockholders who find fault with 
Mr. Strong’s management will be ad- 
mitting and profiting by his far-sighted 
policy. 


EMPTY HOUSES, 


Much stress has been laid by several 
correspondents of outside papers upon 
the number of empty houses in Los 
Angeles. It has beén asserted re- 
cently that there are over a thousand 
houses to rent within the city limits. 
While itis true that there are a great 
many buildings vacant, dt is certain 
that the word shanties“ would be a 
more correct definition of three-fourths 
of these buildings than houses. Many 
of them are located far from the center 
of the city, on boom“ subdivisions; 
were built ata time when shelter was 
hardly to be had, and are devoid of the 
most necessary conveniences. When 
it comes to well-built houses, with 
modern conveniences, in good loca- 
tions, and within say a mile of the 
business center, the person who de- 
sires to find such a house at a moder- 
ate rent will be forced to make quite a 
search. Moreover, desirable 
houses are rapidly being taken from 
day to day, and will grow more 
scarce from now on until next spring.

FLAMES STILL RAGING’ AND 
DYNAMITE EXPLODING. ~ 


Sad Task of Collecting. the Rem- 
nants of the Victims Begun 
— Latest Estimates of

ANTWERP, Sept. 7.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The fire is still raging. All 
efforts of the firemen, assisted by the mili- 
tary and populace to quell it have, so far 
proved unavailing.

It is now estimated the number of deaths 

by yesterday’s disaster will not exceed 160,

Battle of Eutaw Spring—Marion’'s 
Men — Chapultepec — El Molino 
del Rey—Ludovico Ariosto, the 
Famous Italian. 


Following the return to England of 
the infamous Lord Rawdon, after the 
murder of Col. Hayne, early in August, 
1781, Col. Stewart, left in command of 
the British troops in South Carolina, 
took upa position at Eutaw Spring, 
near Nelson’s Ferry, on the Santee 
River, on September sth. The spring 
is a rst and second appearance of a 
subterraheous river. Green advanced 
to the attack at dawn in two columns. 


| The first column consisted of North 


Carolina militia with a battalion of 
South Carolina militia on each flank, 
commanded by Marion and Pickens.. 
The second column was composed of 
North Carolina lars under Gen. 
Slocum on the right, some Virginians 


under Campbell in tbe center, 
and some Maryland troo under O. 
H. Williams on the left. legion 


covered the right flank, and Hender- 
son’s troops and Washington’s cavalry 
com d a reserve. Each line had 
artillery. in front. Skirmishing com- 
menced at 8 o’clock in the morning 
and the battle quickly became general 
and severe. The British were defeated 
and put to flight, whereupon the vic 
‘tors spread t rough the camp, eating, 
drinking and plundering. uddenly 
the British rallied and renewed the 
fight, and after a desperate battle of 
five hours the Americans were com- 
pelled to retire. But Stewart, feeling 
insecure in the midst of a hostile coun- 
try, began a retreat that night, break- 
ing — —— of muskets and de- 
stroyin o stores which he could not 
take with him to Charleston. The next 
morning the Americans began a pur- 
suit, which was soon a pore | 
Green’s loss in the contest was 
men, and that of the British, including 
prisoners, exceeded 800. 

CHAPULTEPEC 

is within cannons hot of the City of 
Mexico, on an eminence porphyritic 
rock, apparently inaccessible, but ap- 
proached from the city by an easy 
ascent. At the foot of the hill in 1847 
stood the fort of El Molino del Rey, 
and 400 yards from it was another 
called Casa de Mata. Learning that 
Santa Ana was casting the church 
bells of the city into A Gen. 
Scott determined to capture these forts 
without delay. They served the Mexi- 
cans as acannon foundry and reposi- 
tory for gunpowder, and El Molino del 
Rey was also a military school. Gen. 
Leon held the forts with a force of 
14,000. men, his right resting on El 
Molino del Rey, his center, with bat- 
teries, on the connecting line on in- 
trenchments, and the left on Casa de 
Mata. The assault opened at 3 on 
the morning of the 8th, Huger’s 
24-pounder opening on El Molino 
del Rey, while Wright with 500 picked 
men fellon the center and captured 
the batteries. The Mexicans rallied 
and regained the captured batteries, 
when a furious struggie ensued. Gar- 
land's brigade. captured El del 
Rey, ve the battle around Casa de 
till raged fiecerly. The Ameri- 
cans 1 — for a moment and then re- 


covered, when a large of Mexi- 
calis wer eseen ogee out their en- 
trenchments to u their as- 
sallants who had cust von back. 
Instantly Duncan's battery opened on 
the column, w was 
shattered by their fire.

LUDOVICO ARIOSTO. 
The illustrious Ludovico Ariosto, 
author of the “Orlando Furioso, who 
was born September 8, 1474, is vener- 
ated in Italy as Shakespeare is in Eng- 
land. Despising the a and 
servility of courts, he declined the 
offers of ‘Prinosly patronage and fixed > 
his residence at Ferrara, where he 
built a small house, in which he passed 
the remainder of his life. Being asked 
— he, who had described so many 
ificent palaces, could be content 
wit so humble an abode, Ariosto re- 


9} plied that it was much easier to put 


words and sentences together than 
stones and mortar. Ferrara derives its 
principal celebrity from the house of 
Ariosto, which is still preserved in good 
condition at the public expense. The 
first edition of his Orlando Furioso”’ 
was published in that city in 1516, where 
the poet died and was buried, in 1533. 

Some time in the last century, the 
poet’s tomb was struck by lightning, 
and the iron laurels that wreathed the 
brows of the bust were melted by the 
electric fluid. In 1801, the French 
general Miollis removed Ariosto’s 

tomb and remains to the gallery of the 
public library of Ferrara; and there 

too, are preserved his chair, inkstand 
and an imperfect copy of the . Orlando

THE POLITICAL CENTER OF 
THE REPUBLIC. 


A Beat of Learning—What Sort of 
Information the Executive De-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—[From Our 
Regular Correspondent.) Here in 
Washington are hundreds of men 
working away, like the alchemists of 
old, in silence, absorbed in their tasks, 
piling up knowledge for the world of 
which but a few people take any reck- 
oning. They work on and the public 
knows nothing of what they are doing. 
There is an immense storehouse of in- 
formation here on all subjects, to 
which the researches of the country 
are constantly adding. People some 
times speak of Washington as the cen- 
ter of politics, of art, of literature ana 
of science, without knowing just what 
the phrase means. It is not an art or 


literary center, though the ces 
are that it will be in time. Of 
course it is the great place of politics; 


it is the national capital. But it is the 
national seat of learning also. At the 
great universities elsewhere youths are 
taught what their elders know; at 


| Washington new knowledge is collected 


and distributed to the whole country— 
here the teachers are learning. From 
here the country is informed on all 
subjects from geology and archsolo 
to political economy, agriculture, the 
state of the weather and the time of 
the day. In the scientific field some 
active workers in the various 
branches of science are always at work, 
and volume after volume of new mat- 
ter is added to the Nation’s literature 
each year.
